M. Charles Gros has recently commun ica- j 
ted a note to the French Academy of Scien ces 
on the study of the yearly rings, shown when 
the trunk of the tree is transversely divided. 
These layers, by which, as is well known, 
the age of the tree may be determined, do 
not diminish in relative thickness by a con­ 
stant law. In view of this, M. Gros seeks a 
cause for the irregularity, and it seems, has 
arrived at the conclusion that the data, mean 
and extreme, of meteorological phenomena, 
when known and tabulated, might be com- ¡ 
pared year by year with the annual ligneous 
layers formed daring such periods in many 1 
diflerent varieties of trees. 
From the comparison it is not impossible ! 
that some interesting ideas relative to the | 
laws of development of tree» may be ob- i 
tallied. But, moreover, these laws once es- I 
tablishcd, the trees in their turn might be- j 
come precious collections of meteorological 1 
evidence for places and times where obser- ; 
vations cannot be made. Les Mondes sag- ; 
gcsts rather a striking example of what ¡ 
might be learned from ancient trees, as fol­ 
lows : “ Suppose that there should be found 
in Egypt a very old, though living tree, the 
origin of which dated back to tho time of Jo­ 
seph. If, on catting the trunk, the rings cor­ 
responding to that period showed seven thick 
and seven thin layers, there would be tangl- j 
ble evidenco of the truth of the Scriptural tra­ 
dition or the seven years of plenty and seven 
years of famine, besides of the immediate 
causes of humidity, temperature, etc., to 
which such phootieua might be due.”

Roger A. Pryor, in his lecture before the 
Long Island Historical Society, gave it as his 
opinion that in future Die tendency on the 
part of the white people of the south would 
be to leave the Gulf States and settle farther 
north; while that of the colored people would 
be to evacuate the border states and congre­ 
gate in tho Gulf States. Such a movement 
would seem to us natural and sensible.

that particular point. 
No matter what rela- 
lions may hereafter subsist between them in 
respect of business or politics, socially there 
will be an Impassable barrier. 
Now, in view 
of this, considerations which grow out of tho 
difference of adaptability to climate, as well 
as all other influences bearing u|>on the case, 
seem to indicate Die necessity for a separation 
which only would give the colored race its 
best opportunity. 


There certainly seems to lie two sides to 
every question, no matter how prejudiced we 
may happen to be cither way. 
We have been 
led lo consider the Spanish volunteers, who 
are the controlling force iu Cuban affairs, as 
little better than blood-thirsty brigands; in­ 
deed, devils incarnate, rigged out with Span­ 
ish uniforms and nominally under Spanish 
military regulations, but really acting ouly 
according to their own lawless, brutal iuclina- 
Dons. 
A very Intelligent letter-writer from 
tho lslaud, however, gives us a sketch uf these 
men that should somewhat modify our opiniou 
of them. Prom this letter we learn that about 
ail there is of goverumeut and good order is 
ewing to them. True, they are somewhat 
given to show tho excess of power they hold, 
but without them there would be no system, 
no public improvement*, uo definite regula­ 
tions in the island. 
They make tile authori­ 
ties obey their commands, but do much that is 
creditable as well as the contrary. 
In short, 
they arc the Jacobins of the island. 
While 
many of them are brutal villains from the pe­ 
ninsula, their officers and many of the men are 
intelligent and progressive. So we’ll have to 
suspend sentence against “ the bloody volun­ 
teers,'' particularly now that they are going 
to peaceably give up the Virgiuius. 


H ig h Old t un . 
Whatever may come of the aa lory-grab dis­ 
cussion in the House there is no doubt that 
the members will find it infinitely amusing.— 
Their ribs fairly strained and cracked over the 
discomfiture of Mr. Lawrence, of Ohio, who 
denounced the recent grab bill in unstinted 
terms, and on being met with a question 
about his having accepted some four thous­ 
and dollars under a similar act of I860, went 
entirely to pieces with mortification and de­ 
feat. The fact is this business seems to us to 
be a little too funny from the point of view 
taken by the most of our representatives. We 
don't object lo embroidering the heavy skirls 
of legislation with a delicate lace-work of hu­ 
mor; but we protest against the serious de­ 
mand of Die |H.*ople for the repeal of an iniqui- 
ous law tieing alfowed to exhale in Die mephi­ 
tic gas of bad wit. Besides the House is spend­ 
ing too much lime in debate. So clear an is- 
sue ought to be easily put in legal form. 
We 
greaUy fear the end of the whole business will 
go far toward justifying our rxpressed opiniou 
of a few days since; that we hold but litUe 
confidence in a right adjustment by Congress 
of the cause of the scandal which has filled 
the past summer and autumn.

that will bo done will ire nothing more than a 
sop thrown lo Cerberus. 


A l lite P o o r H o u se. 
The visit of the Supervisors to the Poor 
House seems to have been a little out of the 
common order. 
The Supervisors found Die 
Poor House in good condition and the pau­ 
pers well cared for, our reporter’s private in­ 
quiries into the treatment they received inva­ 
riably eliciting the res|»onse that they were 
properly provided for. 
As he roamed around 
on his own hook lie probably got as correct 
aa opinion as can lie obtained. 
The informal meeting at which Floyd Me- 
Klnitry made a speech will attract general at- 
tendon. 
This is the first public utterance of 
Mr. McKlnstry on the subject, and our rejiort- 
er did his best to do bim justice, although he 
had to work under soino disadvantages.

Our readers will see by Mr. McKinstry's 
speech that there bas been some misapprehen­ 
sion about his porition regarding the Brod­ 
head case. 
Those who have read the King. 
•ton Journal have seen that Mr. McKinstry 
has been classed as one of a band of conspira­ 
tors against Brodhead, and those who oppos­ 
ed a settlement were reported as having bis 
ald. 
But here comes Mr. McKinstry himself, 
and pointedly, emphatically an I in the most 
coDvincihg manner tells the Supervisors he is 
for settlement with Brodhead I 
And he was 
undoubtedly about to supplement his opinion 
with recommendations to settle bad not Su;>- 
ervisor Stone served as an impediment to his 
speech. 
The speech of Mr. McKinstry afforded one 
gleam of hope. 
In these days of thirty-elgbt 
thousand dollar lawyers and bankruptcy es­ 
tates that fail to pay lawyers' fees, the intel­ 
ligence McKinsirv gave about Judge Shay 
was really inspiring. 
For ouly twenty-five 
dollars a lawyer, with the title of Judge to his 
name at that, woald come all the way from 
New York to Kingston and cloar McKinstry J 
But, alas, just as we bad begun to realize that 
there might he in ail this wide world one law- 
je t who would tip a wink for such a pittance, 


Supervisor Stone dispels tho Illusion aud 
warns Mr. McKinstry against him, and, in 
fact, don’t leave much of the Shay, takes out 
his linchpin, so to speak, breaks bis axles, 
cracks bis tires, shatters his shafts, and bangs 
a big hole into his dashboard. 
But if Mr. 
McKinstry can import a $25 lawyer let bim do 
It by ail means, if he will guarantee to clear 
him. 
But won’t he have an army contract ? 


T h e Supervisors a n d T h eir D u ty. 
The Supervisors re-nsssrable to-day, and 
before them will corno the Brodhead case, 
which the friends of Brodhead under the 
guise of devotion to the people seek to have 
settled upon the basis of the Referee's report 
or as near that a3 can be. 
To put a large fund in bis hands for his 
personal benefit and the carrying of two rail­ 
roads and for the profit of handling the 
money, John C. Brodhead concocted and 
perfected the scheme whereby, instead of pay­ 
ing of! by taxation county bonds to the 
amount of $514,000 as they became due, 
they were re-iasued, and the large sam of 
money realized was at Brodbead's disposal. 
Lending it as he saw fit, and mainly using it 
In floating a railroad for whose presidency he 
had not the least pretensions of financial 
strength, 
when the time came for set­ 
tlement of his accounts with the county he 
was short, tho good money of tho county 
being invested in “cats and dogs.” Nobody 
in his senses would assert that the peoplo of 
Ulster county would ever huve sanctioned Die 
issuing of bonds upon its credit to invest in 
disputed mortgages, railroad bonds or accom­ 
modation paper. Nor did Die Board of Su­ 
pervisors ever authorize any such loans. 
It is claimed by Brodhead that he wa3 
authorized by the New Bond Committee to 
loan the money as he did, and what purported 
to be the minutes of a meeting of said Com­ 
mittee were produced nt Die trial of the case 
before Die Referee. 
There is, however, the 
best of evidence at Die call of the county's 
lawyers that said minutes were the work of 
Mr. Brodhead himself, represented ho bona tide 
meeting, and that Mr. Brodhead not only did 
not liavo authority from said Committee to 
loan the funds as be did but that lie gave the 
members of the Committee to understand that 
he alone wa3 responsible for Die money and 
would lend it as he saw fit. 
At the trial of the case no eflort was mado 
to establish tills important fact, although so 
easily proven. 
We have before shown the re­ 
markable manner in which the case wa* con­ 
ducted on the part of the county, but it may 
bo well to mention here that such were the 
efforts to keep the conduct of the case from 
the public that the stenographer could not 
obtain the Job of taking down the minutes 
until he had pledged himself to absolute 
secrecy. 
This 
lack 
of 
all 
authority from Die 
Board or the Committee for 
the 
loans 
is 
important, 
as 
it 
invalidates 
tho 
decision of the Referee, who lias allowed 
a percentage on w hat are thus shown to be 
illegal transactions, involving a matter of 
$13,000. 
We have already shown that the back cou­ 
pons for two years on the New Bond issue 
amount to only $98,proving that all Die bonds 
are on the market and that £25,OOO could not 
have been stolen. 
Here then are two items alone which In­ 
volve $38,000 of Die people's money and for 
which in a new trial a judgment for the peo­ 
ple can be obtained, without reference to other 
items. 
And without the merest pretence of a 
trial of tho cause tho representatives of the 
people are asked to abandon the case! 
The Supervisors can hardly be in doubt as 
to the sentiments of the people upon the sub­ 
ject. 
Two years ago the people in expression 
of their detestation of Brodbead's rule over­ 
threw the nominees of the dominant party for 
the three most important offices in the county. 
Tills fall the candidate of tho same party for 
sheritl was beaten by his record of ono vote 
cust against the investigation of Brodhead’* 
accounts; the candidate for county clerk fell 
by his sympathy with him, and even Brodhead 
himself testified to his own sense of the esti­ 
mation in which the public held bim in trying 
to defeat his opponent by attempting to prove 
he liad some connection with him. 
The two 
candidates for Assembly who were amoug 
those who had taken Die most prominent 
stand as supervisors in Die prosecution of 
Brodhead’ won the most signal triumphs. 
In 
fact wherever the people have had a chance 
to express themselves on tho subject they have 
emphatically pronounced for tho prosecution 
of the defaulting Treasurer, John C. Brodhead. 
Isn’t Mr. Brodhead too much of a load for any 
public man to carry, and will any Supervisor 
attempt to shoulder him ?

The way of the “ average ” theological stu­ 
dent is surely *trc%0 with thorns uud beset 
with humiliation.

Gerald Massey to lecture before the same as­ 
sociation at Princeton upon the ground that 
he was reported to hold opinion# not in har­ 
mony with truth as it is iu that part of New 
Jersey; when loo, it did not come out that 
Mr. Massoy proposed to discuss any contro­ 
vertible paints in his essay. 
Now in the name 
of much-needed intellectual variety and moral 
fun, what will the young gentlemen do ? We 
see no opening for them whatever. 
All tho 
lecturers and readers whom anybody cares to 
hear are dangerous in the eyeg of the Prince­ 
ton purists. 
We are sorry for them—very 
sorry indeed—but the situation is hopeless for 
the present. 
Should any of the prominent 
ministers of the bour be invited to Princeton 
the same risk would be incurred as in tbe case 
of Mrs. Scott-Siddons. 
Even more—for she 
icat an actress, while at this writing Beecher 
is a master of comedy, aud Talmage is pon­ 
derous with tragedy. No—ifs no use. Let the 
students of Princeton submit just now to ex­ 
positions of Edwards ou tbe Will, and by aud 
by tbe whirligig of time may bring some sweet 
aud strange revenge.

The Voz refers to the at­ 
tempt to make Spaniards oppose the treaty and 
thus becomo rebels to Spain, and continues: 
“ We will demonstrate to oar enemies titbit 
the insubordination of which we are accused 
and on which they found their hopes doe; not 
exist; that the rejtort that we are ungoverna­ 
ble Is calumny, and that the traditional re­ 
spect for the Spanish authorities still exists.” 
The Gorro Friglo advises a general arming 
for the suppression of Die rebellion. 
It com­ 
plains of tho absence of a definite plan ener­ 
getically carried out. “ The proverbial laziness 
of our to-morrow always resulted fatally. 
We 
must awaken; ncitkerour money nor battalions 
arc sufficient to finish Die war. 
According 
to the plan* used up to this time we have 
received 80,000 soldiers from Spain within 
five years. 
We have a strong navy and 100,- 
000 soldiers In field or garrison. Nevertheless 
military operations are daily more difficult 
and the enemy more impossible to find.

cannot continue thus.

question on tbe tapij, beyond all the ills it 
may bring will contain, ablessing*if it awaken 
us with men, money and a general plan. 
Everything is possible.” 
It counsels tho 
adoption of a defensive plan against Interior 
and exterior enemies. 
The Captain-General of l’oito Rico as­ 
sembled the directors of the different journals 
and requested them, in view of the probability 
of war with the United States, to drop party 
discussion and only occupy themselves with 
Spain and the means of raising the public 
spirit so as to repulse foreign aggression if 
necessary. 
He also desired tho journals to 
abstain from publishing anything which might 
hurt the susceptibilities of tho fatherland o r 
the Washington authorities.

Was

those tactics in taking advantage of the Con­ 
stitutional provision which forbids the de­ 
creasing of his pay during his term of office, 
when he rode on the top of the Back-Pay wave 
upon the shining sands of more money ? 
We 
all see that the undertow which threatens the 
illegal gains of Congress cannot pull his into 
the public ocean again. 
Oh, girls of the Pa­ 
cific, and Man of the Sphynx face—

Roger A. Pryor, in his lecture before the 
Long Island Historical Society, gave it a3 his 
opinion that in future the tendency on the 
part of the white people of the south would 
be to leave the Gulf States and settle farther 
north; while that of the colored people would 
be to evacuate the border states and congre­ 
gate in tho Gulf States. 
Such a movement 
would seem to us natural and sensible. 
One 
thing can bo assumed with absolute eonfi- 
d<mce: that the deep-seated prejudice against 
a social commingling of the two races will 
never be superceded by any milder feeling on 
that particular point. 
No matter what rela­ 
tions may hereafter subsist between them In 
respect of business or politics, socially there 
will be an impassable barrier. 
Now, in view 
of this, considerations which grow out of tho 
difference oí adaptability to climate, as well 
as all other influences bearing upon the case, 
seem to indicate the necessity for a separation 
which only would give the colored race its 
best opportunity. 


There certainly seems to be two sides to 
every question, no matter how prejudiced we 
may happen to bo either way. 
We have been 
led to consider the Spanish volunteers, who 
are the controlling force iu Cuban affairs, as 
little better than bloou-thirsty brigands; in 
deed, devils incarnate, rigged out with Span­ 
ish uniforms and nominally under Spanish 
military regulations, but really acting ouly 
according to their own lawless, brutal inclina­ 
tions. 
A very Intelligent letter-writer from 
tho island, however, gives us a sketch of these 
men that should somewhat modify our opinion 
of them. From this letter we learn that about 
all there is of government and good order is 
owing to them. 
True, they are somewhat 
given to show the excess of power they hold, 
but without them there would be no system, 
no public improvements, no deilnite regula­ 
tions in the island. 
They make the authori­ 
ties obey their commands, but do much that is 
creditable as well as the contrary. 
In short, 
they are the Jacobins of the island. 
While 
many of them are brutal villains from the pe­ 
ninsula, their officers and many of the men are 
intelligent and progressive. 
So we’ll have to 
suspend sentence against “ the bloody volun 
teers,” particularly now that they are goin£ 
to peaceably give up the Virgiuius. 


H iffh O ld F u n . 
Whatever may come of the salary-grab dis­ 
cussion in the House there is no doubt that 
the members will find it infinitely amusing.— 
Their rib3 fairly strained and cracked over the 
discomfiture of Mr. Lawrence, of Ohio, who 
denounced the recent grab bill in unstinted 
terms, and on being met with a question 
about his having accepted some four thous­ 
and dollars under a similar act of 18GG, went 
entirely to pieces with mortification and de­ 
feat The fact i3 this business seems to us to 
be a little too funny from the point of view 
taken by the most of our representatives. We 
don’t object to embroidering the heavy skirts 
of legislation with a delicate lace-work of lio 
mor; but we protest against the serious de­ 
mand of the people for the repeal of an iniqui- 
ous law being allowed to exhale in the mephi­ 
tic gas of bad wit. Besides the House is spend­ 
ing too much time iu debate. 
So clear an is­ 
sue ought to be easily put in legal form. 
We 
greatly fear the end of the whole business will 
go far toward justifying our expressed opinion 
of a few days since; that we hold but little 
confidence in a right adjustment by Congress 
of the cause of the scandal which has filled 
the past summer and autumn.

that will bo done will be nothing more than 
sop thrown to Cerberus. 


T h e Su pervisor® a n d T h e ir D u ty . 
Tbe Supervisors re-nsssmble to-day, and 
before them will come the Brodbead case, 
which tbe friends of Brodhead under tbe 
guise of devotion to tbe people seek to have 
settled upon the basis of the Referee’s report 
or as near that a3 can be. 
To put a large fund In bis bands for his 
personal benefit and the carrying of two rail­ 
roads and for the profit of handling the 
money, John C. Brodhead concocted and 
perfected the scheme whereby, instead of pay­ 
ing oil by taxation county bonds to the 
amount of $514,000 as they became due, 
they were re-issued, and the large sum of 
money realized was at Brodhead’s disposal. 
Lending it as he saw fit, and mainly using It 
In floating a railroad for whose presidency he 
had not the least pretensions of financial 
strength, 
when the time came for set­ 
tlement of hi3 accounts with the county he 
was short, the good money of tho county 
being invested in “cats and dog3.” Nobody 
in his senses would assert that tbe peoplo of 
Ulster county would ever have sanctioned the 
issuing of bonds upon its credit to Invest in 
disputed mortgages, railroad bonds or accom­ 
modation paper. 
Nor did the Board of Su­ 
pervisors ever authorize any such loans. 
It Is claimed by Brodhead that he was 
authorized by tbe New Bond Committee to 
loan the money as he did, and what purported 
to be tbe minutes of a meeting of said Com­ 
mittee were produced at the trial of the case 
before the Referee. 
There is, however, the 
best of evidence at the call of the county’s 
lawyers that said minutes were the work of 
Mr. Brodhead himself, represented no bona fide 
meeting, and that Mr. Brodhead not only did 
not have authority from said Committee to 
loan the funds as he did but that he gave tbe 
membsra of the Committee to understand that 
he alone was responsible for the money and 
would lend it as he saw fit. 
At the trial of the case no eflort wa3 made 
to establish this important fact, although so 
easily proven. 
We have before shown the re­ 
markable manner in which the case was con­ 
ducted ou the part of the couuty, but it may 
be well to mention here that such were the 
efforts to keep the conduct of the case from 
the public that the stenographer could not 
obtain the job of taking down the minutes 
until he had pledged himself to absolute 
secrecy. 
This 
lack 
of 
all 
authority from the 
Board or the Committee for 
the 
loans 
important, 
as 
it 
invalidates 
the 
decision of the Referee, who has allowed 
a percentage on what are thus shown to be 
illegal transactions, involving a m atter of 
$13,000. 
We have already shown that the back con 
pons for two years on the New Bond issue 
amount to only $98,proving that all the bonds 
are on the m arket and that 825,000 could not 
have been stolen. 
Here then are two items alone which In 
volve $38,000 of the people’s money and for 
which in a new trial a judgment for the peo 
pie can be obtained, without reference to other 
items. 
And without the merest pretence of 
trial of tho cause the representatives of the 
people are asked to abandon the case! 
The Supervisors can hardly bo in doubt as 
to the sentiments of the people upon the sub­ 
ject. 
Two years ago the people in expression 
of their detestation of Brodhead’s rule over 
threw the nominees or the dominant party for 
the three most important offices in the county 
This fall the candidate of the same party for 
sbenfl was beaten by his record of ono vote 
cast against the investigation of Brodhead's 
accounts; the candidate for county clerk fell 
by his sympathy with him, and even Brodhead 
himself testified to his own sense of the esti­ 
mation in which the public held him in trying 
to defeat bis opponent by attem pting to prove 
he had some connection with him. 
The two 
candidates for Assembly who were amou 
those who had taken the most prominent 
stand as supervisors in the prosecution of 
Brodhead’ won the most signal triumphs. 
In 
fact wherever the people have had a chance 
to express themselves on tho subject they have 
emphatically pronounced for the prosecution 
of the defaulting Treasurer, John C. Brodhead. 
Isn’t Mr. Brodhead too much of a load for any 
public man to carry, and will any Supervisor 
attempt to shoulder him ? 


A t tlic P o o r H o u se . 
The visit of the Supervisors to the Poor 
House seems to have been a little out of the 
common order. 
The Supervisors found the 
Poor House in good condition and the pau 
pers well cared for, our reporter’s private in 
quiries into the treatment they received inva 
riably eliciting the response that they were 
properly provided for. 
As he roamed around 
on his own hook he probably got as correct 
an opinion as can be obtained. 
The informal meeting at which Floyd Me 
Kln3try made a speech will attract general at 
tention. 
This is the first public utterance of 
Mr. McKlnstry on tbe subject, and our report­ 
er did bi3 best to do him justice, although he 
had to work under some disadvantages. 
He 
was not aware that anything of the kind was 
expected until after he found lie had been 
coaxed out of the room, but it seems there 
was a large gathering of Brodhead sympa 
thizers on the spot, and they had it all nicely 
arranged for a speech by McKinstry to the 
Board of which the public outside should hear 
nothing. 
But our reporter got back iu time, 
Our readers will see by Mr. McKinstry 
speech that there ba3 been some misapprehen 
sion about his position regarding the Brod 
head case.- Those who have read tbe King­ 
ston Journal have seen that Mr. McKinstry 
has been classed as one of a baud of conspira­ 
tors against Brodhead, and those who oppos 
ed a settlement were reported as having his 
aid. 
But here comes Mr. McKinstry himself, 
and pointedly, emphatically an 1 in the most 
convincihg manner tells the Supervisors ho is 
fo r settlement with Brodhead! 
And lie was 
undoubtedly about to supplement his opinion 
with recommendations to settle bad not Sup­ 
ervisor Stone served as an impediment to his 
speech. 
The speech of Mr. McKinstry afforded one 
gleam of hope. In these days of thirty-eight 
thousand dollar lawyers and bankruptcy es 
Utea that fail to pay lawyers’ fees, the mtel 
ligence McKinstry gave abont Judge Sbay 
was really inspiring. For only twenty-five 
dollars a lawyer, with the title of Judge to his 
name at that, would come all the way from 
New York to Kingston and clear McKinstry 1 
But, alas, just as we bad begun to realize that 
there might be in all this wide world one law­ 
yer who would tip a wink for such a pittance,

—The Republican Committee of Queens 
county are out in favor of Hon. Bradford 
Prinee for Speaker. 
“ Jimmy ” Husted i3 al3o 
strongly pressed, and apparently has the in­ 
side track. 
—The venerable Bishop Potter of New York 
doesn’t seem greatly perturbed in mind over 
the Cummins defection. 
He tells a reporter 
that it will produce about as much eflect on 
tho Episcopal church as a mosquito bite upon 
the stone wall of the Croton reservoir. 
—In a letter on the subject of his contest in 
Congress with Ellhu B. Washburne, Iguatius 
Donnelly says, “ He had attempted to assas­ 
sinate my character, to ruin ray reputation, 
to drive me out of public life with dishonor.

The men struck last June be­ 
cause a foreman obnoxious to them was re­ 
tained, and for six months 1,200 men have 
been out of employment because of their own 
foolish stubbornness, thus depriving themselves 
of their wages and keeping a vast sum of 
money out of circulation in their city. 
Prob­

ginning. 
—Doctors will disagree, despite ihe exact 
teachings of science. 
It was probably a mat­ 
ter of little consequeuce to the object of the 
discussion, but there was an illustration of the 
fact at Coroner Kessler's office the other day 
when one doctor testified that a child had died 
from the eftvet of a piece of lanar caustic 
slipping down its throat, while another doc­ 
tor flatly contradicted him. 
The bewildered 
jury first returned a verdict of accidental 
death; but finding the verdict, unlike the 
caustic, wouldn’t go down, accommodatingly 
changed it to death from accidentally swallow 
ing a piece of caustic. 
—This is the way in which the Dean of Canter­ 
bury's strange goings on at the Madison ave­ 
nue Presbyterian Church in New York affect 
the London Guardian: “ We have heard a 
good deal lately of self-assertion and lawless­ 
ness and contempt of authority. 
Considering 
the occasion and the person,it may be doubled 
whether any more grave and deliberate viola­ 
tion of church order than this has been wit­ 
nessed in our time. 
It is a far more serious 
act than any mere preaching or joining in 
prayer in congregations not belonging to our 
own communion.”

The way of the “ average” theological stu­ 
dent is surely strew n with thorns and beset 
with humiliation. 
Owing to his youth and 
consequent untamed warmth of his blood, h¡3 
thoughts, like those of St. Anthony,are some­ 
times filled with images of the pleasurable 
thing3 of this present evil world. 
His efforts 
to realize now and then one of these alluring 
dreams is fraught with the grief and pain 
which arises from the oppositions of ortho­ 
doxy, intrenched and rampant in its seclusive 
habitation. 
A harrowing illustration of this 
is afforded by a recent incident. 
The under­ 
graduates of Princeton invited Mr3. Scott-Sid- 
dons to come to the college and read to them. 
Now in their semi-monastic halls the young 
gentlemen had heard of the power and fasci­ 
nation which mark this lady a3 a delineator of 
character and as a vitalizer of the dead bones 
of letters which are scattered through the 
Golgolhas, called books. 
So, as we said, they 
asked her to give them some of her recitations. 
At this 
point 
the hopes 
of the 
stu- 
deuts 
were 
chilled 
even 
unto 
death. 
The faculty put in an objection—an objection 
so freighted with truth and so barbed with 
logic that nothing remained to its victims but 
submission and gratitude Tor their safe deliv­ 
erance out of tbe jaws of tbe enemy. 
The 
grave doctors told the adolescent theologues 
that Mrs. Scott-Siddons had been an actress. 
The fact was undeniable and tbe inference was 
crushing. 
We once knew a good and useful 
man who never could succeed in gaining the 
confidence of another and much older man 
because, as the latter said, he had often seen 
the former, when he was a boy, uuder condi­ 
tions which laid him open to the suspicion of 
not keeping bis nose clean. 
Who could stand 
against an indictment like that? 
We also 
once knew a man to hesitate in presenting 
himself for prayers in a revival because his 
profession of law would not admit of his stick­ 
ing too close to tbe requirements of a religious 
life. 
“ Come along, cotno along, Mr. Smith,” 
cried out the managing preacher; “ we’ll risk 
it; you ain’t lawyer enough to hurt.’’ No 
consideration of this kind came up in tho 
present case.

Scott-Siddons 
had 
been an actress, and that was enough. 
The 
same jealous guardians of the embryonic 
preachers ol the future refused to allow Mr. 
Gerald Massey to lecture before the same as­ 
sociation at Princeton upon the ground that 
he was reported to hold opinions not in har­ 
mony with truth as it is in that part of New 
Jersey; when too, it did not come out that 
Mr. Massoy proposed to discuss any contro­ 
vertible points in bis essay. 
Now in the name 
of much-needed intellectual variety and moral 
fun, what will the young gentlemen do? We 
see no opening for them whatever. 
All tho 
lecturers and readers whom anybody cares to 
hear are dangerous in the eyes of the Prince­ 
ton puriBts. 
We are sorry for them—very 
sorry indeed—but the situation is hopeless for 
the present. 
Should any of tbe prominent 
ministers of the hour be invited to Princeton 
the same risk would be incurred as in tbe case 
of Mrs. Scott-Siddons. 
Even more—for she 
was an actress, while at this writing Beecher 
is a master of comedy, and Talmage is pon­ 
derous with tragedy. No—it’s no use. Let the 
students of Princeton submit just now to ex­ 
positions of Edwards on the Will, and by and 
by the whirligig of time may bring some sweet 
and strange revenge.

—Au English railway company recently sold 
11,035 umbrellas, 1,156 sunshades, and 312 
walking sticks, besides other things left and 
unclaimed by passengers. 
—Germany is getting out a new gold coin 
age, and has the large sum of $250,000,000 
in gold coin locked up. 
The supply elsewhere 
is running short. 
—The landlords of Cincinnati have held a 
meeting and decided to reduce house rent 
for the coming six months. 
Houses which 
rented for $20 per month have been put down 
to $17. 


—A hundred freight cars are being built to 
convey fresh beef from Texas to New York 
They will be constructed as refrigerators, 
is proposed to run the 1,800 miles in five days 
The traffic has already begun. 
Ten car loads 
reached New York Saturday, 
—The great clock of the House of Parlia 
ment, London, has been misbehaving itself. 
It lost nearly one second last month, and con 
sequently lias been stopped for cleansing, 
The average variation of this eloek does not 
amount to a quarter of a second in a year, 
—Anna Dickinson is inviting people to gos 
sip about her numerous reported marriage 
engagements by refusing to lecture where 
they do so. 
Green Bay stands first on her list 
of tabooed towns on this account. 
—Rev. Dr. Tiffany is quoted for the state­ 
ment that President Grant has entirely dls 
pensed with liquor in the White House, and 
that it is almost entirely abolished from the 
most fashionable parties in Washington. 
—The Kalamazoo ladies have been giving 
paule sociables, at which each guest is c. arged 
with a stinted sum, and tho money thus col 
lected Is given to the poor. 
—It took a jury only half an hour, the other 
day, to convict Donald McKay, a clerk iu the 
office of Treasurer O’Hara at Chicago, of 
makiug American citizens by the prohibited 
bogus naturalization process. 
—Prince Leopold, of the English royal fam 
ily, is suffering severely from hemmorrhage, 
arising from extreme thinness of the veins and 
skin, through wbich the blood forces its way 
—The Secretary of the Treasury intends 
continuing negotiations for placing the new 
loan on tbe European market, and by the firat 
of the year expects to have his now arrange 
ments perfected. 
—Tho New Orleans papers say that tbe 
sugar crop of Louisiana is not turning out as 
well as expected, aud that unless prices ad­ 
vance, no sugar planter will be able to meet 
expenses.

Havana, Dec. 10.—According to the tone 
of the press and expressions of the authorities 
and prominent Spaniards the direct delivery 
of the Virginlus will be accomplished accord­ 
ing to the treaty stipulations without difficulty 
or interference on the part of the population. 
The Voz do Cuba says the honor of Spaniards 
in Cuba remains untarnished. 
Whatever dis­ 
honor there is falls on tho heads of those who 
consummated and not on those who were the 
victims of the treaty. The Voz refers to the at­ 
tempt to make Spaniards oppose the treaty and 
thns become rebels to Spain, and continues: 
We wilt demonstrate to our enemies tfííit 
tbe insubordination of which we are accused 
and on which they found their hope3 does not 
exist; that the report that we are ungoverna­ 
ble is calumny, and that the traditional re­ 
spect for the Spanish authorities still exists.” 
The Gorro Frigio advises a general arming 
for the suppression of the reboliion. 
It com­ 
plains of tho absence of a definite plan ener­ 
getically carried out. “ The proverbial laziness 
of our to-morrow always resulted fatally. 
We 
must awaken; neither our money nor battalions 
arc sufficient to finish the war. 
According 
to the plaus used up to this time we have 
received 80,000 soldiers from Spain within 
five years. 
We have a strong navy and 100,- 
000 soldiers in field or garrison. Nevertheless 
military operations are daily more difficult 
and the enemy more impossible to find. 
We 
cannot continue thus. 
The 
international 
question on tbe tapis beyond all the ills it 
may bring will contain, ablessing’if it awaken 
us with men, money and a general plan. 
Everything is possible.” 
It counsels the 
adoption of a defensive plan against interior 
and exterior enemies. 
The Captain-Goneral of Porto Rico as­ 
sembled the directors of the different journals 
and requested them, in view of the probability 
of war with the United States, to drop party 
discussion and only occupy themselves with 
Spain and the means of raising the public 
spirit so as to repulse foreign aggression if 
uecessary. 
lie also desired the journals to 
abstain from publishing anything which might 
hurt the susceptibilities of the fatherland, or 
the Washington authorities. 


ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETED FOB RECEIVING THE 


VTKGIXIUB. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The Navy Depart­ 
ment has completed all the necessary arrange­ 
ments providing for the reception from the 
Spanish forces in the harbor of Havana of ihe 
steamer Virginius and for the transfer of the 
survivors at Santiago de Cuba from prison to 
ono of the United States vessels of war, in 
accordance with the terms of the diplomatic 
agreement between Secretary Fish and Ad­ 
miral Polo. 
The steamer Canandaigua, ten 
guns, commanded by Captain Lowry, will sail 
from New York for Havana to-morrow to re­ 
ceive the Virginius, and Captain Bralne will 
receive the prisoners at Santiago on the 
Juniata. 
Rear Admiral Scott at Key West 
will have the strongest naval force under his 
command that ha3 been collected by tho gov­ 
ernment at any American port since the ter­ 
mination of the war.

Mr. SCOFIELD, from the NavalUommitteo, 
reported a bill increasing enlisted men in tho 
navy from 8,500 to 10,000. .

ry form by which the public will could be ex­ 
pressed—through conventions, through legis­ 
lative bodies, and through the public press, 
the increase of salary had been condemned. 
He alluded to those voting for and accepting 
back-pay as public plunderers, and referred 
all such to Tweed, formerly a member of the 
House, bnt now au inliabitaut of Blackwell's 
Island, through abuse of official position. 
Trcmain was followed in a similar strain by 
Messrs. IIAWLEY aud KELLOGG of Con­ 
necticut, and E. H. ROBERTS of New York. 
The latter deprecated indiscriminate and un­ 
wise abuse of public men by the press of the 
country without reason or decent pretext, of 
which, lie said, if Its effects could be kept at 
homo it wouid nat be so mischievous, al­ 
though it diminished incitement to laudable 
ambition. 
If members carried their eyes to 
the othor side of the Atlantic they would see 
how greatly more mischievous it was. 
Mr. NEGLEY of Pennsylvania—Did not the 
gentleman carry his back pay to the other side 
of the Atlantic? 
Mr. ROBERTS—If the gentleman has satis­ 
fied his own conscience with reference to his 
own back pay he has performed his duty, but 
I appeal to him not to decide my duty for me. 
Mr. NEGLEY—I mean nothing unkind to 
the gentleman, but I simply make the inquiry 
whether the gentleman did not lately return 
his back pay to tbe Treasury. 
Mr. ROBERTS—When I assent to degrade 
this body by personal controversy it will be 
when I change my estimate of public duty. 
He then continued his remarks at length. 
Messrs. NIBLACK of Indiana, DEERIIAM 
of Kentucky, PHELPS of New Jersey, FRYE 
of Maine, aud DAMES of Massachusetts fol­ 
lowed in support of the bill. 
Tho latter spoke 
until his twenty minutes were exhausted, and 
was frequently interrupted with questions and 
his statements criticised. 
Ho asserted that 
the salary of the Presidential office as now 
fixed, with incidental allowances, amounted 
to $100,000 per annum; that the time chosen 
for increasing the salaries, if any wa3 neces­ 
sary, was inopportune aud unwise; that it 
was at a timo when, for tho very quarter in 
which it was done, the revenues of the coun­ 
try had fallen off $8,500,000, and the expen­ 
ditures had increased in about the same pro­ 
portion. 
To-day, he continued, we meet a 
deficit iu the revenue of the country of three 
times that amount, and a still further increase 
in estimates of expenditures for the coming 
year of more three times that amount. Dawes 
held uobetter reason existed for raising the 
salaries of the Supreme Court and Cabinet 
and department officers than for Congression­ 
al increase, and that it would be better for all 
concerned that salaries be fixed at the rates 
before the passage of the act of 1873.

T H E SUPERVISORS AT T IIE POOR 


HOUSE. 


A liv e ly Tim e-—Speech by Floyd S. 
•HcKlustry~.no is i n Favor of 
Settling w ith John V. 
Rrodhend. 
A portion of the Board of Supervisors and 
many friends of Mr. Benjamin J. Winne, Super­ 
intendent of the Poor, visited the County Poor 
House on Wednesday. 
The early down train on tho Wallkill Valley 
Railway brought a large number, who were 
met at the New Paltz depot by Mr. Wlnne’s 
teams and conveyed to the Poor House. These 
were the first to arrive, and from that time 
until 12 o’clock teams came from all directions, 
bear'mgSupervisor3, ex-Supervisors, ex-county 
officers and Railroad Commissioners to the 
numberfof aboot 150, all anxious to arrive in 
t ime for the grand dinner. 
After the bountiful feast had been disposed 
of the guests were invited by Mr. Winne to in­ 
spect tho premises. 
Everything about the 
farm and buildings was found in good order 
and the visitors were satisfied that the County 
Poor House was a success, and that the Sup­ 
erintendent was doing hl3 utmost to keep 
overyone placed In bis charge comfortable 
and everything in good order. 
Our reporter, 
evidently thinking the Superintendent had put 
the bright side out for the public, took a tour 
of inspection by himself. 
He inquired of quite 
a number of paupers if they were used well 
and all replied in the affimative, but said they 
didn’t like it because they had to work once 
iu a while. 
Passing near one of the build­ 
ings he heard a negro woman making a 
speech. 
She said “It’s a big day for de pau­ 
pers. 
Won’t some dcm white trash give de 
chillen a drop or two ? an’ don't you forget it, 
neither.” 
After the inspection of the buildings was 
over, the crowd met at the Superintendent’s 
house, and organized a meeting, with Capt. 
Gillett as Chairman. 
It was then annunccd 
that Floyd S. McKinstry wished to address the 
meeting in regard to the county litigation.— 
He appeared and opened as follows amid many 
interruptions such as “My team can travel 
more miles in a day thuu any oilier team in 
the county,” “Ben Winne is a good feller and 
gives good grub,” and “The Board of Super­ 
visors in 1871 were a set of demagogues and 
thieves.” 


Mil. MC KINSTBY'S SPEECH. 
Mr. C h a irm a n :—Before the Board of Super­ 
visors adjourned a committee Was appointed 
to ascertain whether a settlement could be 
effected with all parties in litigation with the 
county. 
I claim to be one of those parlies 
and would like to make a few remarks in re­ 
gard to my litigation with the county. 
T h e C h a irm a n — Mr. McKinstry, I believe 
the committee were empowered only to ascer­ 
tain if a settlement could be effected with 
Schoonniaker and Cooper. 
Mr. M c K in s try —I understood that it in­ 
cluded all the litigants, and for that reason I 
petitioned to be heard by this meeting, as it is 
composed of part Supervisors and part tax­ 
payers. 
I being a tax-payer claim I have a 
right to be heard. 
Mr. M e llo n said he didn’t think it proper 
for him to be heard by this meeting, as they 
had nothing whatever to do with the couuty 
litigation, but would be willing to have him 
heard at the proper time and place. 
Mr. S to n e —Iuasmuch as this is not a meet­ 
ing of the Board of Supervisors but a citizeus’ 
meeting, I think if proper Mr. McKinstry 
should bo heard. 
Mr. M e llo n —To-day the friends of Mr. 
Benjamin J. Winne meet here, not for a “ reel 
room consultation,” but for fun. Business like 
| ibis, which should properly come before the 
Board of Supervisors, it would ho impolitic to 
consider here and it would go broadcast over 
Ulster county that Superintendent Winue had 
gathered together a number of men to decide 
a question that properly belongs to the Board 
of Supervisors. 
Meet us to-morrow when we 
are in session and wo will greet you with open 
hands. 
We came here for pleasure and to 
enjoy the hospitality of our large-hearted host, 
not for business. 
Mr. G i l l e t t — I did noi accept tho chair as 
a member of the Board of Supervisors. 
Mc­ 
Kinstry wanted to be heard, and it matters 
not to me whether he is heard or not, inas­ 
much as this is not the Board of Supervisors. 
Mr. M e llo n — If this is not the Board, why 
should business pertaining to the Board be 
entered into? 
At McKinstry’s request we 
waited for him two hours, last spring, but we 
only heard his counsel. 
Why can’t he go to 
Kingston on business to-morrow, as well as 1 
have come to New Paltz on pleasure? 
Mr. M c K in stry —1 did meet with the Board 
to settle; hut they disagreed and couldn’t set­ 
tle. 
I have been willing to settle and am 
willing to settle now. 
Will accept any com­ 
mittee the Boaul may appoint for that pur­ 
pose. 
1 am perfectly willing to leave my case 
to tiiat committee. 
I would also iike to make 
a few recommendations to you: First—Secure 
the best counsel in the case of John C. Brod- 
head and ascertain whether his securities are 
liable. 
If they be, then you might possibly 
get something out oí them. 
If they be not 
liable, what can you get out of them ? Sup­ 
pose you get a judgment against John C. 
Brodhead, what good will it do if his securi­ 
ties be not liable ? 
Would it not be better to 
settle ? Judge Shay says he will clear me as a 
surety for John C. Brodhead for $25. 
I 
have been published in the papers as a thief 
and rascal. 
I would lie willing to have the 
litigation contained, because I could make 
more money by it; but I am willing to settle. 
Mr. S to n e — D on’t ta k e too m uch ml vice 
from Judge Shay. 
I’ve h ad d ealin g s w ith th a t 
man; his w ord isn’t as g ood a3 so m uch w iud. 
Mr. B lo o m e r—McKinstry gave tw o notes 
for $5,000 each, held bonds, and owed the 
county $14,000. 
lie oflered to give $5,000 
and each to pay one-half of the expenses to 
settle. 


Mr. 
M cK instry—The committee wanted 
$17,000 to settle. 
I never saw the bonds, 
but received $9,000. 
Another item is a note 
they hold against me, and I am willing to pay 
the interest and principal of that note. 
Mr. G i l l e t t —W e have h e a rd enough. Meet 
us to-morrow as a Board of Supervisors and 
we will hear you. 
On motion the meeting adjourned, hut Mr. 
Mellou wanted.to be beard in regard to Mc­ 
Kinstry’s transactions while President of the 
Wallkill Valley Railway. 
He said be could 
show that McKinstry had robbed the town of 
Kingston. 
He wasn’t allowed to speak fur­ 
ther, 03 the meeting had adjourned. 
Just before leaving the meeting reorganized 
and appointed a committee to draft resolutions 
thauking Mr. and Mrs. Winne for the kind 
and courteous manner in which they had en­ 
tertained their guests. 
The members of the Board returned to King­ 
ston on the 9:30 P. M. train and will meet as 
a Board of Supervisors to-morrow morning at 
10 o’clock.

The lecture of the Hon. William Parsons at 
Music Hall on Tuesday evening deserves a 
more cxteusire notice than we were able to 
give it in our issue of Wednesday morning. 
To say that Mr. Parsons ¡3 the master of his 
subject would be a meaningless compliment. 
Yet wo kuow of no lecturer on the platform 
outside oí Boston who so completely identi­ 
fies himself with Ills theme. 
In appearance 
he is the ideal of Lover’s Irish gentleman. 
His brogue is just sufficiently perceptible to 
attract attention. 
Ho speaks in a finely 
modulated yet rapid tone. 
He has the keen, 
cool, polished, ironical Irish wit possessed by 
nearly all prominent Irish lawyers both of tho 
eighteenth and of the present century. Speak­ 
ing of the difficulties encountered by Stephen­ 
son in making his preliminary survey and 
relating the well-known incident of his meet­ 
ing the Mayor, Aldermen and officials of an 
English surburban town, who barred his 
progress, the speaker said, “ you may talk of 
emperors and kings, of sovereigns and of the 
princes of the earth, but the Mayor of a 
small and obscure country city is greater 
than them all. 
And the smaller the town the

the Mayor.” 
Having known the 
famous English man wheu at the zenith of bis 
fame, he Ts well qualified to speak of his 
interesting and checkered career. 
To us 
upon this side of the Atlantic tho story of 
the trials, the defeat and successes of the 
poor Northumberland miner come with pe­ 
culiar force. 
Born in poverty, bred iu squalor 
and discomfort, with the prejudices of caste 
against him; distrusted by his equals, snubbed 
by the aristocracy, laughed at by the Lords, 
and hooted at by tho Commons; with Parlia­ 
ment and the Crown against him, nurecog- 
nized, unaided and alone, he persevered until 
he achieved a sacces3 which completely revo­ 
lutionized the commerce of the giobe. 
And 
this story Mr. Parsons tells iu the most able 
and eloquent manner.
